MR. MASTERS’ SPEECH, 


Ja the House of Representatives, in the night 
of the 5th of January, on the amendment 
to refical the Embargo. 


Mr. Masters. Mr. Speaker—I per- 
ceive the friends are all mustered and 
marshalled for cuty this night, they make 
80 fine an appearance: there is no doubt 
of victory on their side. Nevertheless, I 
am determined to raise my voice and my 
arm against it, and in favor of the repeal. 
I hop: the debate will be continued with 
ali the temper and impartiality that the 
importance of the subject requires. I do 
net wisi to speak disrespectfully of the 
measure, but 1 must beg the indulgence 
of spe king to it with freedom. 

We are again called upon for a substi- 
tute for the embargo There are but 
three ways to be pursued ; repeul your 
embuaczco laws in the whole ; repeal them 
in part ;;or war. The substitute | pro- 
pose, is, to repeal your embargo laws as 
to those powers who are friendly, and suf- 
fer your vessels to arm on the defensive. 
This course has tis pre-eminent pecom- 
meudation, of avoiding the supposed sub- 
mission on the one hand, and the calam- 
ties and horrors of war, with all its attend- 
ant miserics, on the other 
-Let it ve recollected, that this course 
will enable us, Inseme degree, to merease — 
ute commercial r sources. Open trade 
with those countries who are friendly. it 
will lead to ent rpreze far mare extensive 
than we can foresce, aud far beyond our 
depth. If this course is viewed by calm, 
dispassionate, and sober investigation, | 
yet hope it will be adopted by the house. 

Commerce ts blended with our customs 
and man-ers, awd isourright. . Let it not 
be swept away, and a Chinese policy sub- 
stituted in its place. Because Great Brit- 
minand fronce insult you, are you to pro- 
hibit all intercourse wii the rest of the 
world?) Cemmerce ts one of the blessings 
which flows from a good government, 
which opens the way to many other im- 
provements to the introduction of arts, of 
industry, of all the virtues: and swebts of 
eivil de. Can industry. can weajth, can 
civilizetion tcrease among the great bulk 
of the people, without commerce ? [fyou 
repeal the embargo n- part, ‘it - will ®pen 
our markets, and zive the merchants the 
use of their capital,.and considerably in- 
crease the streneth of the country by dif 
fusing the gold and silver of Mexico. = It 
will geve life tothe operation of commerce 
and all the improvements of agriculture 
and above all other considerations, it will 
give quiet and internal repose. . 

The legal power of government is the 
Guardian of all privileges and rights : th»t 
Cuardan cacnot be supportee without re- 
spect and reverence of the people. | Afie- 
giance és tied to protection ; if you deprive 
the citizens of the benefit of protection 
you dissolve their allegiance. 

One of the greatest advantages, upen 
which oyr public welfare and strength,par- 
ticularly depend, is the union of the states, 
and «spirit of concord The embargo 
has a strong and manifest tendency to 
break the ties of mutual interest, which 
bind and knit us together, and raise ani- 
Tovsities, jealousies, an: deadly feuds. 

Follow got a delusion that may Jead to 
destruction? Do not dr ve your citizens 
to madaess, by your ill-timed measures ! 
Do not quarrel with yourselves ! 

All classes of men are subordinate to 
the great laws of society, to the good or- 
der, the peace and safety of the country 
You must, however, remember your pow- 
er ought not to be exercised to the griev 
ous inconvenience and detriment of the 
public. Despotic power in matters of 
hig is concernment to the people,1s oppres- 
#10, Is tyranny, Wherever it exists. True 
liberty and good goverameni are insepar- 
ably connected. Anarchy is not liberty. 
Despotism ts not government 

It is in dispensing of justice. in protect- 
ing of the rights and r-dressing the wrougs 
of the people, republican authority best ap- 
pears to the citizen, and excites his Vener- 
ation and estecm when relieved by its care 
and protected by tts power: aud peace 
and civility will foliew.

The coercive and Chinese doctrine of 
ithe embargo is false, shallow, and more 
absurd than the most pestilent theories 
that were ever engendered by the confu- 
sed imagination of man: hostile to the 
real interest of this country, to national 
and individual prosperity, and has become 
one of the greatest scourges this country 
It was founded 


‘on erroneous principles, which is a sulli- 











cient reason for its repeal. The idea of 
enercion is the-most contemptible idea, 
that ever entered into the head of man. 
We have the test of experience to shew 
how futile the embargo is. and hew inad- 
equate in practice to the great object of 
coercion. 

In contemplating on your embargo and 
non-intercourse as coercive weapons, the 
trade of Great Brita:n to her extensive col- 
onies, to Spain, Portugal, with the Span- 
ish and Portuguese America; the suc- 
cesses of the British naval force over ev- 
ery sea; the general increase of their 


power, the extension of their commerce, 


are events which must be taken into con- 
sideration. 

Great Britain says you shall not trade 
to France, and France says you shall not 
trade to Great Britain. We say agreed, 
and pawn our commerce to fulfil the pro- 
mise. This withdrawing from the ocean 
is a criminal surrender of gur national 
honor ; it is, in reality, a disgraceful,base, 
and abject surrender of that rank, which 
we are entitled to hold among nations. A 
right to navigate the ocean, and our ports 
open for exports. is a sentiment inthe 
heart of every American—a law beyond 
any statute. 

Can any man, looking at human nature 
as it is. contend that your laws will not be 
evaded ? Will you keep.open the door to 
inroads to clhumour, to invasron of the law, 
under the false and imposing colours of 
coercion? Jt often happens, that one er- 
ror ty government begets another. If 
vou continue your system, you add error 
lo error. 

Your measures will give joy to Great- 
Britain and Franee, and your late elec- 
tion «bas terminated according to their 
wrews aud miefest. Great-Britain and 
‘France will soon know that we have go! 
under the same administration for four 
yeats te come ; that have for four years 
back submitted to all the insults, aggres- 
sions, and indignities that they could put 
upon us; an administration that often 
made great bluster:ngs, but never durst 
‘venture any thing but proclamations. Al- 
though T respect the executive and his 
administration, for their pure intentions 
to preserve neutrality and the blessings of 
peace, [believe instead of buildme im- 
agimry castles, it would have been more 
WiSty in due season. to have fortified ou: 
ports and harbours, and built heavy ships 
of war. Can we expect that our embar- 
go and non-intercourse will be regarded 


‘any more than‘our gun-boat and paper- 
‘tureats ? Can we gam satisfuctian as to 


‘any one paint, by our system? No, sir 
The bell gerents will expect us to contin 
ue'the paper warfare and negociations, 
and én the mean time, encroach upon our 
rights, and keep ns from the ocean, by 


‘our submission. 


Let gentlem_n say what they will, no 


_ oratory can persuade me, that your paper- 


wat, your cun-boat-war, your non-tnter- 
course-War, and your embargo-war, will 
aot all be deteated. 

Repeal your embargo in whole or in 
part, and have an armed commerce. Itis 
my c€arnest wish, that this amendment 
should be confirmed with the most mark- 

d and decided approbation of every mem- 
ber. 

ire all our advantages which may be 
derived trom the export of our produce ; 
are all our advantages to be dered from 
an increase of national wealth ; to be re- 
tarded by a continuance of the emburgo, 
and by the istractions and divsions of 
party ; by the biind zeal and phrenzy of 
prejudice ? 

Lyery one who reficcts upon all the 
circumstances of our situation, | trust 
will agree to decide this amendment free 
from resentment and agitation, uninflu- 
enced by prejudices and wn famad by the 
pessions, on accountol Brisa aggression 
It becomes the duty of every member of 
this >ouse to unite their aid and ass'stance 
to give stability and security to some sys- 
tem. It appears to me, the middle course 
is the most wise; if there is any thing 
which should appear defective, it will be- 
come a consequence of that duty to point 
out that defect, so that may be remedi- 
ed.

Campbell.) tells us, the “ embargo is the 
‘only efficient measure we have tuken, 
** and if it does not soun answer the pur- 
** pose, We must have war.” Heaven tor- 
bic £ that the fatal alternative shouid be 
aecided in favour of that gentleman, or in 
i#vour ot his embargo. ‘the henorable 
gentieman appeurs to go upon the idea, 


| that there is an unalterable enmity betweea 
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Great-Britain and the United States; 
which is to suppose aN eternal malice im 
the original frame of man, and that there 
can be no such thing as a friendly imter- 
course betwen the (Wo nations. 

The gentleman's pos'tion, then, will 
bring us to war. |Will vou pluck the 
gilded feathers andblive-branch of peace 
from the Anicrica? Fagle, whicli' tw.» 
gripe and pierce wth her talons. the li)- 
erties of this. coufff¥ 2 "Before wise anc 
good men draw the sword, they cons:der 
whether the war in which they are a go- 
ing to engage be prac‘cable, necessury. 
and what they are going 'o get. We have 
so little to get, and so mach to lose by « 
war ; nothing but the list necessity can 
induce me to abandon jacific measures, 
which oughtto be the olect of this com- 
mercial and agricultural wuntry. A few 
years more of tranquility with our vari- 
ous climate and rich soi},will rende) the 
United States the most envied spot in the 
wofld—~if we are not embargoed, and em- 
bargoed to destruction. 

The belligerents refuse to rescind their 
edicts ; this can be no resson for our de- 
c aring war, uniess we had achance at 
least of obtaiming by war, what w demend. 
if we go to war against them without any 
such chance, we s: all forfeit all pretence 
to the character of being a wise and cau- 
tious people. 

I will go as far as any membr, in de- 
fensive measures, and preparatim to meet 
future events ‘T hold it a sount maxim, 
in times like the present, to be prepared 
for war. 

If you go to war with both beligerents, 
the collision will be with GreatBritain ; 
and the consequence will be, Faunce and 

\merica will be united in the same ob- 
ject, althongh this government ad nation 
may not intend it, so will be the eventaal 
operation. The Emperor of france has 
always destroyed his best trienc. 

If you associate with france, this re- 
public is pawned to French influence. If 
ever an unthinking policy, the ever-bear- 
ing power of prejudice, and passion shall 
produce that fata} consequeace, the mel- 
ancholy mome f too late to be per- 


_ceived and remedied. Such are my sen- 


timents. Iam not afraid toavow them 
in the presence of the tation, who, I am 
proud to say ate not poisoned by the 
stream of French perfidy, whose friend- 
ship tonches only to bight and destroy 
every povernment. 

Mr. Masters proceeded to shew, that 
the object of the emp. ror of France, was 
universal conguest, and how he obtained 
hig power wm the French revolution, ‘n or- 
der to prove the dangenus consequences 
of an association—whea the Sfeaker re- 
marked, the question was not war, and d: - 
clared him eut of arder—to which Mr 
Masters replied, if he could not have his 
own way in the debate, Mc Speaker might, 
decide the question before the house him- 
self, and he should not appeal from th 
decisien.

[After the foregoing Resolutions were 
passed, in the fullest town mecting ever 
witnessed in Newburyport, with only 
ten dissentients, the follow ng Memo- 
rial was read and approved } 


To the Honorable SENATE and HOUSE 
of REPRESENTATIVES of the Common. 
wealth ef Massachusctts—— 

THE MEMORIAL 
Of the inhabitants of NewSuryfort, in the 
county of Zssex, HUMBLY 4HEWS: 


That they can no longer reconcile it to 
the duty which they owe to themsclves, 
and to ther posterity, to the respect which 
they ought to pay tothe memory of their 
fathers, who, through peril and suffering, 
acquired, secured and transmitted to them 
the blessings of civi-liberty, sealed with 
their-own best blosd, to be sient amidst 
the universal distress and the gloomy pros- 
pects which present themselves on cvery 
side, and amidst ‘the rapid and alerming 
inroads which have been already maide, 
ant ‘which are still unceasingly made up- 
o: their rights. 

Yo yout honorable body recently con- 
vened from every part of the Common- 
wealth. and ever anxiously watchful for 
the welfare of your constituents, it cannot 
be necessary to enter intoa detail of suffer- 
ings, now become almost titolerable ; and 
wiich threaten to reduce all-classes in the 
community to sudden poverty and undis- 
tingushedruin; nor of violated rghts and 
liberties, the bare recital of which might 
seem to milttate with that respect wiuch 

we wish at all imes to manifest toward 
the ralers of the nation. 

But feeling, as we do, that all which 
ought to be dear toa free people is put at 
hazard by a-wisguided and uvhappy na- 


tional policy: we ave bound to express to, 


you our solemu convictions, and to pray 
your honorable body to interpose as 4 con- 
suiunonal shield, to protect. your unmedi- 
ate constituents from 
tareatens to overwhelm them. 

Your memorwlists would respectfully 
observe that by u wise, honest dienificd, 
and imparual policy towards the belliger- 
ents.from the year 1793, tothe commence- 


ment of the present administration, a pe- / 


riod of dangers and difficulties far greater 
Than the people.of the United States bave 
since been calied to encounter, the bics- 


sings of peace end neutrality were sceured | 


to the Nations, Without a resort to mecas- 
urcs munnous to ourselves, or fatal to lber- 
ty. we obtained ample compensation ‘or 
injurics intheted on our commerce by the 
ivitish nation, and by the biessing of Di-

Pose to inevitable ruin # great proportion 
of our citizens. by depriving them jut ov- 
ly of their property, bet of theirususi ond 
only practicable modes of gaining -ubsist- 
ence 5 nor, until this ansappy ev nt. was 
it ever suspected by vour memorratrsts 
that the constitution of the United 3: tes, 
a primary object of which they have ever 
understood to be the support and protec- 
tion of commerce, could vy any fair con- 
struction, be considered as warranting its 
utter extinction 

Mhat this tndefinite prohibition of com- 
merce improperly called embargo was a 
measure n ither produced by wecessity ;— 
neitser adapted nor intended to preserve 
the national resources. is evident from the 
undeniable facts that the year immediate- 
ly preceding its date, was a year of creat 

commercial prosperity ; that on the au- 
thority of the administration itself it ap- 
pears thatthe revenus of that year ex- 
ceeded in amount the revenue of any for-. 
mer vedr, cad that atthe moment of the 
passage of the act there was no pretence 
of the existence of any new danger. 

But waving the consideration of the 
probable causes and motives which pro- 
duced the Pmbargo. who among us is not 
now convinced of its wretched mmpokcy ? 
fo France it hus done no harm. The 
great Emperor even approves it. Great 
‘Britain not only does not materially suf- 
fer, she dorives from it present benefit ; 
and sees in ita source of future and in- 
calculable advantage. Woile to us its 
effects are eviland evil only Nor can 
we view it in any other light in its public 
character than as a voluntary surrendry 
of an invaluable right. a measure of na- 
tional disgrace and servile subm-ssion. 

On this topic we would only add, that 
we cannot but consider the extraordinary 
powers vested in the President, and in the 
officers of the custems. for the purpose of 
carrying this system into effect, as essen- 
tially inconsistent with the letter and spir- 
it of the Constitution of the United Stutes, 
and deserving the detestation and abhor 
rence of a free people ; as blending in one 
person executive, legislative, judiciary and 
even military authority; imvolymg the 
prostration of all jaws, and subjecting the 
rights and property, the character and 
comfort of honest citizens to the arbitrary 
will and pleasure, and to the wanton in- 
solence of petty tyrants; nor has the man- 
ner, in which these powers have been ac- 
‘tually, executed, been calculated im any 
degree todiminish our abhorrence of their 
icharacter. 

Your memorialists would further re- 
spectlully state to your hon. body, that 
ithey have witnessed with deep. concers 
the organization of an unusual military 
force, under the authority of the Presi- 
dent of the United States, the object and 
destination of which are studiously con- 
cealed from tne peuple and from thew Re- 
presentatives. We. howev x, beleve ots 
object is to overawe the people, and to 
enforce, at the point of the bayonet. t.e 
execution of measures oppress ve to indie 
viduals and hostile to puolic liberty and 
public opinion. 

In this state of things, and indeed belore 
our .puble affairs bad arrived at this awiul 
crisis, We thought i our duty, m common 
with uultitudes. of our felluw citizens, to 
offer our respectful petitions and remes- 
Strances to Wie President and to the Con- 
gress of the United States; but to the re- 
monstrances and petitions a des! car bas 
been turned ; nor ought we to pass over 
in silence the disrespectiul and uavecome 
ing minner in which the compiants of 
many of the most respeciable Corpuravions 
in this community have been treated, nor 
the unjust and opprobrous epithets which, 
evcp on the floor of Congress, have been 
w.nionly appled to that purt of the peo 
pie who have ever been found among the 
most zcalous to sacrifice for the publie 
good, and to support the lows and the 
Consuiution.

New Embarzo Law. 

This, oppressive and unconstititional 
law is liefore the public.
